Greeting. 


Tjfyr  H  E  RE  A  S  our  late  Sovereign  Lord  King  James,  for  the  Ad- 
Mrir  vancement  ef  a  Colony  and  Plantation  in  theCountry  called  or  known 
by  the  Name  of  New-England  in  America,  by  His  Highnefs Letters 
Patents  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  bearing  Bate  at  Weftminfter,  the 
third  Bay  of  November,  in  the  Eighteenth  Tear  of  his  Highnefs  Reign  of 
England,  Bid  Give,  Grant  and  Confirm  unto  the  Right  Honourable  Lo- 
dowick  late  Lord  Buke  of  Lenox,  George  late  Lord  Marquis  of  Bucking¬ 
ham,  James  Marquis  Hamilton,  Thomas  Earl  of  Arundel,  Robert  Earl  of 
Warwick,  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges,  Knt,  and  div erf e  others,  whofe  Names  are 
exprejfed  in  the  faid  Letters  Patents ,  and  their  Succejfors ,  That  they  ftjould  be 
cneBody Politick  andCorporate  perpetually  confifiing  of  FortyPerfons  ;  and  that 
they  Jhould  have  perpetual  Succejfion,  and  one  common  Seal  to  ferve  for  the  faid 
Body  ;  and  that  they  and  their  Succejfors  Jhould  be  incorporated ,  called  and 
known  by  the  Name  of  the  Council  eftablijhed  at  Plymouth,  in  the  County 
af  Devon,  for  the  planting  ruling ,  ordering ,  and  governing  of  New-England 
in  America  :  And  further  alfo,  of  his  fpecial  Grace ,  certain  Knowledge 
and  mere  Motion ,  Bid  Give ,  Grant  and  Confirm  unto  the  faid  Prefident  and 
Council  and  their  Succejfors  forever  ;  under  the  Refervations ,  Limitations  and 
Declarations  in  the  faid  Letters  Patents  exprejfed,  All  .  that  Part  and 
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Tort  ion  of  the  /aid  Country  now  called  New-England,  in  America,  fcituatl 
-lying  and  being  in  Breadth  from  Forty  Degrees  of  Northerly  Latitude  from 
the  Equino filial  Line ,  to  Forty-eight  Degrees  of  the  faid  Northerly  Latitude 
inclujtvely ,  and  in  Length  of  and  in  all  the  Breadth  aforefaid ,  throughout 
the  Main  Land*  from  Sea  to  Sea-,  Together  alfo,  with  all  the  firm  Lands,, 
Soils,  Grounds ,  Creeks ,  Inletts,  Havens ,  Ports,  Seas ,  Rivers,  Ifiands,  Waters \ 
Fi firings.  Mi nes ^Minerals,  as  well  Royal  Mines  of  Gold  and  Silver,  as  other 
Mines  and  Minerals,  precious  Stones,  Quarries,  and  all  and  ftngular  the 
Commodities,  Jurifdi  fit  ions.  Royalties,  Priviledges ,  Franchifes .  and  Prehemi* 
nencies,  both  within  the  faid  Fra  fit  of  Land  tying  up  on  the  Main,  as  alfo 
within  the  faid  Ifiands  and  Seas  adjoining  ;  To  Have,  hold,  pojfefs  and 
enjoy.  All  and  ftngular  the  aforefaid  Continent,  Lands,  Territories,  Ifiands, 
Hereditaments  and  Premifes,  Sea,  Waters,  Fi [kings,  with  all  and  all  Manner 
their  Commodities,  Royalties,  Priviledges,  Preheminences  and  Profits  that [hall 
arife  from  thence,  with  all  and  ftngular  their  Appurtenances ,  and  every  Part 
and  Parcel  thereof,  unto  the  faid  Council  and  their  Succejfors  and  Afiigns 
for  ever ,  To  be  Holden  of  His  Majejly ,  his  Heirs  and  Succejfors ,  as  of  i. his 
Manor  of  Eaft-Greenwich,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  in  free  and  common  Soccage, 
and  not  in  Capite  nor  by  Knight's  Service  •,  Yielding  and  paying  therefore  to 
the  faid  late  King's  Majejly,  his  Heirs  and  Succejfors,  the  Fifth  Part  of  the 
Oar  of  Gold  and  Silver,  which  from  Time  to  Time,  and  at  all  Times  from  the 
Date  of  the  faid  Letters  Patents  fhall  be  there  gotten,  had,  and  obtained,  for 
and  in  rejpefii  of  all  and  all  manner  of  Duties,  Demands  and  Services,  what - 
foever  to  be  done,  made  and  paid  unto  his  faid  late  Majejly his  Heirs  and 
Succejfors ,  as  in  and  by  the  faid  Letters  Patents,  amongjl  fundry  other  Privi¬ 
ledges,  andMatters  therein  contained ,  more  fully  and  at  large  it  doth  and  may 
appear  ?

Vertue  and  Authority  of  His  faid  late  Majedy’s  Letters  Patents,  and  for 
and^rbnftderation,  That  William  Bradford ,  and  his  A  donates,  Have  for 
thefe  Nine  Years,  lived  in  New-England ,  aforefaid  ;  and  have  there  Inha¬ 
bited  and  Planted  a  Town  called  by  the  Name  of  New-Plymouth ,  at  their' 
own  proper  Cods  and  Charges ;  and  now  feeing.  That  by  the  fpecial  Pro¬ 
vidence  of  GOD,  and  their  extraordinary  Care  and  Indudry,  they  have  in-.' 
creafed  their  Plantation  to  near  Three  liundred  People;  and  are  upon  all
